Adjust activities to avoid heat-related illnesses 


The Alabama Department 
of Public Health advises the 
public to be alert to the 
warning signs of heat-re- 
lated illnesses. 

Heat-related _ illnesses 
occur when the body’s tem- 
perature control system is 
overloaded. The Alabama 
Department of Public 
Health cautions everyone to 
be alert to the warnings that 
may signal help is needed. 

Heat stroke, sometimes 
called sunstroke, is the most 
serious heat-related illness. 
It occurs when the body be- 
comes unable to control its 
temperature. 

The body’s temperature 
rises rapidly, the sweating 
mechanism fails, and the 
body is unable to cool 
down. Body temperature 
may rise to 106 degrees F or 
higher within 10 to 15 mi- 
nutes. Heat stroke can cause 
death or permanent disabil- 
ity if emergency treatment 
is not provided. 

People should drink 
‘plenty of water, stay in an 
air-conditioned room, and 
keep out of the sun. The 
public should also check on 
elderly relatives, neighbors 
and friends, and ensure pets 
have plenty of water to 
drink and shade to cool off. 

Everyone needs to adjust 
their activities and be alert 
to warnings that signal help 
is needed. 

Warning signs of heat 
stroke vary, but include the 


following: 
« Anextremely high body 
temperature (above 103 de- 


grees F) 

* Red, hot and dry skin 
(no sweating) 

¢ Rapid, strong pulse 

¢ Throbbing headache 

* Dizziness 

« Nausea 

¢ Confusion 

¢ Unconsciousness 

First aid recommenda- 
tions are to get the person to 
a shady area, cool rapidly in 
a tub of cool water, place in 
a cool shower, spray with 
cool water from a garden 
hose, splash with cool 
water, or, if the humidity is 
low, place in a cool, wet 
sheet and fan vigorously. 
Monitor body temperature 


and continue cooling efforts 
until the person’s body tem- 
perature drops to 101 to 102 
degrees F. 

If emergency medical 
personnel are delayed, call a 
hospital emergency room 
for further instructions. 

Heat stroke is a life- 
threatening emergency. A 
person with heat stroke is 
likely to be unconscious or 
unresponsive, so he or she 
cannot safely consume any 
liquids. 

Under no circumstance 
should a person with heat 
stroke or any heat-related 
illness be given alcoholic 
beverages.

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CEC installs solar array to learn more about 
solar energy and its viability in local area 


Covington Electric Co- 
operative - announced last 
week the completion of a 
9.6 kW solar demonstration 
project at its headquarters 
facility in Sanford. 

The demonstration proj- 
ect will help CEC evaluate 
solar energy technology. 

“Some of our members 
have expressed a strong de- 
sire for renewable energy to 
be a part of our energy 
mix,” said Ed Short, CEC 
general manager and CEO. 
“This demonstration site al- 
lows us to learn about the 
advantages and disadvan- 
tages of solar energy and 
‘determine whether it is a 
good fit for our cooperative 
and our members.” 

Short said the project is 
similar in size to a residen- 
tial installation because 
another goal of the project is

The system cost approx- 
imately $35,000 which in- 
cludes installation. It is 
owned by CEC’s wholesale 


power provide, PowerSouth 
Energy Cooperative, and 
the power it generates will 
be billed back to CEC by 
PowerSouth due to the All 
Power Requirements con- 
tract between CEC and 
PowerSouth. 

CEC says they will track 
the system’s output and a 
link to that information is 
now available on their web-

Members can click on the 
link to see hourly produc- 
tion as well as history and 
how weather impacts the 
system’s output.

strenuous activities during 
the hottest times of the day. 

* Protect yourself from 
the sun with a _ wide- 
brimmed hat, light-colored, 
loose-fitting clothing and 
use of a sunscreen of SPF 
15 or higher, * Never leave 
pets or people in a parked 
vehicle. 

Individuals with heart 


problems, poor circulation, 
diabetes, a previous stroke 
or obesity are at greater risk 
of becoming sick in hot 
weather. The risk of heat-re- 
lated illness may increase 
among people using medi- 
cations for high blood pres- 
sure, nervousness or 
depression. 


Beware of effects of tobacco smoke on those with asthma 


The Alabama 
Department of Public 
Health (ADPH) reminds 
people of the harmful 
effects smoking and 
secondhand smoke have on 
those suffering from 
asthma. 

Asthma is a chronic 
disease that affects a 
person’s airways. During 
an asthma attack, airways 
become swollen, making it 
hard to breathe. Asthma 
attacks, which can range 
from mild to 
life-threatening, are 
triggered when something 
irritates the airways. 
Triggers differ from person 
to person, but, according to 
the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention 
(CDC), one of the most 
common triggers is tobacco 
smoke, including 
secondhand smoke. 

“One of the things people 
with asthma have to do to 
manage their disease is 
avoid triggers,” _— said 
Jennifer McNeel, director 
of the ADPH Tobacco 
Prevention and Control 


program. 
McNeel said one way 
asthma sufferers can 


protect themselves is not 
allowing others to smoke in 
their home or car. “Opening 
a window will not protect 
you from smoke or a 
potential asthma attack,” 
she said. Other tips include: 

+ Avoid places that allow 
smoking. 

If children with asthma 
attend day care centers or 
schools, make sure those 
places have tobacco-free 
policies. 

According to the Asthma 
and Allergy Foundation of 
America, children with 
asthma have worse and

more frequent asthma 
attacks. McNeel said 
protecting children and 
other asthma sufferers from 
the potential trigger of 
tobacco smoke is just one 
among many benefits to 
quitting smoking. 

“Tn addition to protecting 
family, friends and 
coworkers from the health 
risks associated — with 
breathing secondhand 
smoke, smokers can reduce 
their own risk for heart 
attacks and — cancer,” 
McNeel said. 

For those who are ready 
to kick the habit, the 
Alabama Tobacco Quitline 
is available. Alabama 
residents can call 
1-800-QUIT-NOW 
(1-800-784-8669) or visit 
Wwww.quitnowalabama.com 
for help. The Quitline 
provides free, 
individualized coaching to 
help any type of smoker or 
tobacco user, including 
those using e-cigarettes and 
vaping, to quit. In addition, 
the Quitline offers up to 
eight weeks of free nicotine 
patches to those medically 
eligible and enrolled in the 


program. Quitline coaching 
services are available seven 
days a week from 6 a.m. to 
midnight.

Each year, however, mishan- 
dling pool chemicals when 
treating public or residential 
pools, hot tubs, spas and water 
playgrounds leads to 3,000- 
5,000 visits to U.S. emergency 
departments. To ensure a safe 
swimming environment, state 
and local standards specify 
how to maintain treated water 
venues. 

ADPH encourages those 
who plan to participate in rec- 
reational water activities this 
season to take the following 
steps to prevent illness and in- 
juries: 

* Make sure everyone 
knows how to swim before 
participating in recreational 
water activities. 

* Before getting in the 
water, do a mini-inspection. 

* Use a test strip from a 
local retailer or pool supply

¢ If a person has open 
wounds, cuts, abrasions and 
sores, stay out of the water. In 
brackish and warm sea water, 
such as bay or gulf waters, Vi- 
briobacteria occur naturally. 
These bacteria can cause dis- 
ease in people who eat con- 
taminated seafood and in 
those with open wounds that 
are exposed to seawater. 

* If a‘person gets a cut 
while in the water, immedi- 
ately wash the wound with 
soap and fresh water. If the 
wound shows any signs of in- 
fection (redness, pain or 
swelling) or if the cut is deep, 
get medical attention imme- 
diately,

*** The Elba Tigers closed out the sports year at Elba 
High last week with a win over New Brockton at a spring 
football game, and looking back it was a successful year for 
all the sports the Elba High. The football team won only 
seven regular season games for the first time since 2013 and 
scored its fewest points since the 2013 season, but advanced 
to the playoffs for the 14th time in the past 15 years, while 
the basketball team reached the regional tournament for the 
sixth straight season and posted its most wins since back in 
2015, and the baseball team rebounded from a two-win sea- 
son a year ago to post its most wins since 2016. In girls’ 
sports, the basketball team posted its second straight 11-win 
season after winning a total of 11 games the previous two 
seasons, while the softball team reached double digits in 
wins for the second straight season and has now won a total 
of 26 games over the last two years after winning a total of 
only four games the previous two years seasons. The vol- 
leyball team matched its win total for the past two years and 
also began to set a solid foundation by fielding a junior high, 
junior varsity and varsity team to allow the players to grow 
in the sport. Yep, it was a pretty good year to be an Elba 
Tiger. 

*** T read in a large daily newspaper last week that 
every team in the NFL has at least one player from an Ala- 
bama high school on its roster. The list includes 68 schools, 
with Daphne and Oxford leading the way with four, apiece, 
while the Houston Texans lead the NFL with seven in-state 
players, followed by the 49’ers and Redskins with six, 
apiece. A couple of players on the list that caught my eye 
included Quindarius Thagard, Luverne; TJ Barnes, Enter- 
prise; Malik Reed, Dothan; Za’Darius Smith, Greenville;

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Puts name in record book 


Leanna Johnson completes freshman year 
at Troy with conference and regional honors 


Brantley native Leanna 
Johnson recently completed 
her freshman season at 
Troy University as a 
member of the Trojan soft- 
ball team and continued her 
dominance inside the circle 
as a collegiate pitcher as 
she helped lead Troy to a 
37-20 record and entered 
her name into the school’s 
softball record book. 

Johnson, a hard throwing 
right-hander, put her name 
in the ‘Top 10” all-time in 
the Trojan record book as 
she posted a 2.19 earned 
Tun average, recorded 231 
strikeouts and won 25 
games, including seven 
shutouts. The 231 strike- 
outs placed her 21st in the 
nation among Division 1 
pitchers, while the 25 wins 
ranked 14th in the nation 


and the seven shutouts 
ranked 30th in the NCAA. 
Johnson’s performance 
as a freshman also earned 
her honors as the Sun Belt 
Conference ‘Freshman of 
the Year,’ a first team ‘All- 


Sun Belt’ Conference selec- 


tion, and a second team 
selection to the National 
Fast-Pitch Coaches Associ- 
ation’s ‘South Region’ 
team. 

The former Brantley 
Lady Bulldog standout 
started 30 games during her 
freshman season and 
pitched 19 complete games 
in recording a 25-9 record 
and 1 save. During the sea- 
son, she pitched a total of 
217 and 1/3 innings, while 
the remainder of the Trojan 
pitching staff recorded a 
total of 160 innings. She 


walked 54 batters, allowed 
148 hits, allowed 68 earned 
tuns and opponents batted 
only .193 against her. She 
also fielded her position as 
she recorded four putouts 
and eight assists, and made 
no errors. 

While at Brantley High 
School, Johnson was per- 
haps the state’s most dom- 
inant pitcher as led the Lady 
Bulldogs to three state 
championships and one 
runner up finish in her final 
four seasons, and in her jun- 
ior and senior seasons 
helped the team post a re- 
markable record of 109 
wins and only 8 losses. 

The name ‘Leanna 
Johnson’ appears through- 
out the pages of the Ala- 
bama High School Athletic 
Association record book 


and documents her career as 
a high school standout. She 
ranks Ist in most no-hitters 
in a season with 15, 2nd in 
most shutouts in a season 
with 31, 3rd in most no- 
hitters in a career with 30, 
3rd in most perfect games in 
a season with 5, 5th'in most 
perfect games in a career 
with 8, Sth in most career 
wins with 162, 6th in most 
wins in a season with 44, 
10th in most strikeouts in a 
career with 1,714, and 16th 
in most strikeouts in a sea- 
son with 536. 

As Johnson works to get 
ready for her sophomore 
season, the staff members 
that keep up with records 
are no doubt already wait- 
ing to see how high the 
softball superstar can move 
up in all pitching stats.
